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Applicant's arguments have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the prior are of record does not describe a 
system or method configured for seamless dual use with both chip payment card and non-chip payment cards infrastructure. Applicant's 
argument is directed towards subject matter, which is not claimed. Examiner notes that claim language is given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation, in light of the specification. Nowhere does Applicant claim "seamless dual use" as described in Applicant's arguments. 
"Regardless of whether or not the payment card of the consumer involved in the transaction is a chip card or a non-chip card", as recited 
in claims 1, 3, 6, and 8, does not constitute a patentable limitation of the system or method. Therefore, examiner has interpreted the 
recited claim language to mean that either a non-chip card or a chip card is used, and as such, the prior art of record teaches the use of a 
chip card. 

Furthermore, Applicant's amendment has not been entered because they would require additional consideration and searching. 
Specifically, Applicant has amended claims 1 , 3, 6 and 8 to include "the transaction is accomplished for payment cards issued by both 
issuer institutions having infrastructure to support chip card transactions and issuer institutions having legacy infrastructure supporting 
only non-chip card transactions." Applicant has amended the claim to require payment cards issued by both institutions, whereas the 
previously amended claim only required one or else the other. Since the art of record clearly meets the claims as previously presented, 
the amendment has not been entered. 
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
